Washington, April 9— (IP)— 
The 


26-day old mine shutdown forced 
the government today to order coal 
burning rail service cut to half of 
normal. 


The reduction is effective at mid- 


night, April 15, and presumably 
would be cancelled if mining

sumes before then. 


There appeared no immediate 
prospect, however, of an end to the 
walkout despite a new threat of ac- 
tion against John L. Lewis and his 
United Mine Workers.

The Doctor

In 1908 a remarkable man named 
Ehe Metchnikoff was awarded part 
of the Nobel Prize because of his 
research work on immunity, 
or 
resistance to disease. 
Long 
be- 


fore this, of course, it was well 
known that some people contracted 
certain diseases more easily than 
others and that some recovered 
more rapidly. 


Matchnikoff tried 
to find 
out 


more about this. He concentrated 
on white blood cells. 
He found 


that they can surround, 
swallow 


up 
and destroy certain 
disease 
germs. This action is one of the 
most important defense measures 
which the body has at its disposal 
Indeed ordinary pus is made up 
largely of these white cells which 
have been attacking and destroy- 
ing invading germs. 


A Real Pioneer 
Metchnikoff was born in Russia 
is 1845. He attended the Pasteur 
Institute in Paris 
when 
Pasteur 
himself was director. There he car- 
ried out his painstaking studies. 


The body resists, not only with 
the white cells, but also with the 
liquid part of the blood. This we 
know now but because it was not 
understood so well in 
Metchni- 


koff's time, his theory about the 
actions of the white cells was vio- 
lently opposed by some. 


Like many other research work- 
ers, he carried out studies on him- 
self using such dangerous germs as 
that which causes cholera. He was 
a real pioneer. 
Based 
on such 


work as that carried on by Metch- 
nikoff, modern medicine has been 
able to build many 
methods of 
:reatment and 
prevention. 
The 


oest known of these are the vari- 
ous vaccinations which have prac- 
tically eliminated many scourges 
of the past. 


Sunday School 
Lesson

It is not surprising that Sunday 
school lessons, sermons and com 
ments on religion in general nre 
based very largely on the Bible 
nhd on Biblical times, since the 
Bible is "God's book for man's 
life." 


Above all things also, it is the 


book of the Gospels, the story o 
Jesus of Nazareth, the book of 
His life and teaching, and the in 
terpretation of the reality 
and 


meaning of His Messiahship, anc 
of His coming into the world to be 
humanity's Savior and Redeemer 
But many parts 
of 
the Bible 


have to do with the life of an 
ancient people and with the indi- 
vidual lives of men and women 
who lived in a little land. It was 
situated between the great em- 
pires, warring for mastery in that 
ancient world, and in the history 
of the time seemingly of far more 
importance than Palestine and its 
people. 


It is the little hand that remains, 
while the great empires— Assyria, 
Babylon, Syria, Persia, 
Greece, 


and Rome — have all passed away. 
And that little land today, apart 
from its ancient religious interest 
and the way in which successive 
generations have turned to it for 
guidance and inspiration, is still a 
center of tragic interest. 


Vital issues are centered there, 
amid strife and struggle as in an- 
cient times. And the world is 
watching, somewhat 
fearful lest 
the conflicts may involve the whole 
world once more in war.

No Sign of Dope 
Forming Habit 
In New Drug 


Chicago, April 9 —OT—Success- 


ful use of a new potent pain kill- 
ing drug that so far has shown 
none of the habit forming risks of 
morphine was reported today in 
the Journal of the American Med- 
ical Association. 


The drug originally was prepared 
by German chemists 
and called 
drug 10820. It since has been re- 
named Methadon. The drug was 
maae available to American med- 
icine after World War II. 


Dr. Elizabeth B. Troxil of the 


University of Minnesota said the 
drug has been tried on 400 patients 
at the university's hospitals. 
It brought adequate or complete 
relief from pain in fil per cent of 
the cases. The cases involved suf- 
ferers of cancer, arthritis, neuri- 
tis, 
heasache, leg ulcer, anginal 
pain and duodenal ulcers. 


Approximately 20 patients at the 


University of Minnesota hospitals 
received molhadbn for 
two 
or 
three months. They showed no un- 
pleasant reaction when the drug 
was dicontined. Three patients used 
the drug for a year and were able 
to stop abruptly without ill

New Highway 
Garage Is 
Overwhelming

Little Rock, April 8 —(UP)—To 
he veteran taking on-the-job train- 
ing, it must seem familiar, but to 
ng, it must seem familiar, but to 
he average visitor the State High- 
way Department's new central re- 
pair shop is a bit over-whelming. 
Located on an 18-acre plot of 
ground at the old Arkansas Ord- 
nance Plant at Jacksonvile, the 
sprawling, army-type garage is in 
"ull swing after being moved from 
North Little Hock. 


The new site, two huge buildings 
and a boiler plant were pachased 
from the War Assets Administra- 
tion for $46,500. .Department em- 
ployes say its original cost to the 
government was more than $£25,- 
000. 


Repair 
equipment 
and stock, 


most of which was taken to the 
plant by the department, is valued 
at $494,700. 


The buildings had served a simi- 
lar purpose for the ordnance plant, 
and were in good shape and ideally 
suited to the department's needs. 


Now 75 mechanics, body men, 
painters, welders and other em- 
ployes do everything that needs to 
be done to a motor vehicle. The 
work ranges from changing a tire 
on a passenger car to overhauling 
a $15,000 crane or a $10,000 road 
grader. 


The shop handles the major re- 
pairs for the entire highway de- 
partment. In the winter' it repairs 
equipment used mostly in the sum- 
mer, such as that working with 
asphalt. It serves as a motor pool 
where vehicles are stored betv/een 
constuction jobs. And it acts as a 
disposal agency for new equipment 
and parts. 


Some 200 new trucks acquired 
since the end of the war are re- 
ceived, painted and bodies installed. 


A records division lists all body 
and motor numbers so that part's 
may be ordered in tho future at 
a moment's notice. And through. a 
card file, the division keeps con- 
stant check on all equipment. 
Parts are purchased in quantity 
at considerable 
saving. For in- 
stance, the central shop handles 
about 400 tires each month. Each 
tire is branded with a plain "H-D' 
before being installed. 


Among the large pieces of equip 
ment currently at the shop is : 
Striping machine—the only 
one 


His an- °w.ned by the department. Used.to 
paint that yellow stripe down the

Highway Director J. C. Baker 
said 
that the 
heavy equipment 
situation is "still critical". And he 
added 
that such new machinery 
may become even more scarce if 
the present coal strike continues 
indefinitely. 


Baker said the department plans 


to utilize all of the added space 
and equipment at the central shops. 
"I feel," he added, "that now 
we will be able to keep our old 
equipment in much belter condition 
than ever before."
